Swedish- safety trainers hahferttfcized the 
seals on the dooir before the ferry left Tal¬ 
linn, Estonia, on Tuesday night* on its way 
to Stockholm, Sweden. 

Throughout the day. 12 rescue helicop¬ 
ters criss-crossed tbe site oft the southwest-. 
era Finnish coast, though the chances of 
finding any more than 141 known survivors 
were almost non-existent. 

Shortly after learning of the ferry disas¬ 
ter, President Ezer Weizman sent condo¬ 
lences to the king of Sweden ar-d the presi¬ 
dents of Finland and Estonia. * 

Weizman wrote that the people of Israel 
were shocked and grieved to hem of the sad 
loss of life and sent condolences to each of 
’the three natrons and to' the bereaved 

'families. 

' People plucked from the icy waters of tbe 
Baltic spoke of disbelief, sorrow and a 
burning desire to .survive when the. ferry 
sank without warning. 

“There was no time to think. I just ran. 


ran, ran,” said deck hand Silver Linde. 

“I just don't understand it. It was a very 
good ship, a beautiful finer," be said at 
Turku's modern University Hospital, where 
he was taken as one.'of the Estonia's 

survfvqjs..; •.; 

. 'Fmafeh offidalssaxLthcy.had recovered' 
42 bodies by late afternoon and 7% people 
were still missing, making this one of Eu¬ 
rope’s worst maritime disasters. 

The survivors, many of them Estonian 
crew, talked oh the telephone to relatives or 
discussed in hushed voices the terrible or¬ 
deal of spending up to six hours in waters 
only a few degrees above freezing. 

Rescue officials broke off the huge air 
and sea search for more survivors yesterday 
evening as darkness fell, and planned to 
resume this morning. 

As Estonia, Sweden and Finland ordered 
a full investigation into the disaster, Swed¬ 
ish maritime safety officials said a seal 
which made the loading ramp watertight 
was found to be “unsatisfactory" during an 
inspection a day before the disaster. 

"They bad opinions on the ramp, name¬ 
ly that the seal was not in satisfactory 
condition," seamen’s union leader Anders 
Lindstrom told the Swedish news agency 
TT. 


Finnish Prime Minister Esko A ho said 
yesterday: "The rescue is continuing but the 
possibility Of finding people who are still 
alive has been lost.” 

Swedish helicopter pilots described tbeir 
-frustration at ? not finding more survivors. • 

“We saw about 40 life rafts/’ said pilot 
Stefan Carneros. "Unfortunately, most of 
them were empty." 

Stormy seas and winds topping 90 kph 
were hindering rescue operations near the 
site of the disaster, about 37 km from tbe 
Finnish island of Uto. 

The Estonia started sinking about 12:30 
a.m. yesterday and sent out a distress sig¬ 
nal. Some news reports said the ship went 
down in five minutes, while others put the 
time at closer to 30 minutes. 

Nearby passenger, ferries, including the 
Mariella and the Symphony, took some of 
the survivors aboard. 

The passengers included at least 552 
Swedes and 163 Estonians, tbe Estonian 
embassy in Sweden said. Other passengers 
were from Latvia, Lithuania, Canada, Rus¬ 
sia, Nigeria, Finland, Norway, Britain, and 
Belarus. 

The Estonia was built in 1980 in Germa¬ 
ny, and had room for 2.000 passengers and 
460 cars. It was operated by a Swedish- 


Estonian joint venture. 

Estonian police investigating the sinking 
said yesterday that if human error were to 
blame those responsible could be jailed for 
up to 10 years. Russia’s Itar-Tass news 
agency reported. 

“Those responsible for sinking the ship 
and the deaths of people may be charged 
under the Estonian criminal code with ‘vio¬ 
lations of sea traffic safety rules resulting in 
heavy casualties’," it said. 

In London, shipping experts said roll-on 
roll-off (RoRo) ferries have a far better 
safety record than headline-grabbing trage¬ 
dies suggest. 

“Disasters such as this are like being on 
a plane and all four engines failing at 
once,” Andrew Linington of the British 
ship officers’ union NUMAST said to il¬ 
lustrate that such incidents were extreme¬ 
ly rare. 

RoRo ferries like the Estonia, let vehicles 
drive straight on to vast, flat car decks 
above the water line, and straight off when 
they arrive in port. 

Yesterday's accident may be the world's 
worst RoRo disaster. 

It eclipses the capsizing of the Herald of 
Free Enterprise in 1987 in the English 
Channel off Zeebrugge, Belgium, in which 
193 people died. The Herald's car deck 
ramp had been left openxlue to crew errors.

Peres comes looking for dollars 
and Syrian peace in New York

-NEARLY -40 percent of the 
Rwandan refugees treated by pi 
Israeli medical team on the Zair¬ 
ean border were HIV carriers, 
and. several team, members acci¬ 
dentally pricked themselves with 
needles. None of them , however, 
was infected with the disease or 
needed the " drug . AZT, which 
slows the spread of HFV in the 
body. 

; This was reported by- Dr. 
Siriomo Ma’ayan, head of tire 
AIDS dink at Badassah-Univer- 
shy Hospital in Jerusalem's Era 
: Keren, who spent two weeks at 
the refugee camp, in August.. 

Ma'ayan yesterday told The Je¬ 
rusalem Post the team bad expect¬ 
ed a high HIV carrier rate; never? 
thdess, the-39 . percent rate they 
found was very disconcerting. Of 
1300 patients who were Treated 
by the Israeli ream^a few hundred 
needed blood transfusions; blood 
samples from 150"of them were; 
taken for-testing here. - - 
. “According la our preliminary 
results, based on the ELISA test, 
39 percent of tbe patients .- mostly . 
adult men and women- were HIV 
carriers; ndne of them kiiew it. 
We will confirm these results in 
■two weeks by performing the 
Western Blot test on the samples; 
however,' we do nor expect the 
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results to be much different,*’ 
Ma’ayan said. 

The "staff had - been carefully 
prepared on how to avoid HIV 
infection..Special devices for the 
storage of used needles were pro¬ 
vided, and there was a plentiful 
supply of protective gloves. But a 
“handful” of staffers accidentally 
pricked themselves. When this oc¬ 
curred, Ma'ayan said, tbe patient 
who was the source of the blood 
on the syringe was tested immedi¬ 
ately. In each of:these accidents, 
tbe source of the blood, fortunate¬ 
ly, was not an HTV. carrier. In any 
esse, according to epidemiological 
studies^ the risk of a medical staff¬ 
er contracting HTV from a needle 
prick is around 0.4 percent. 

AIDS is transmitted by adults in 
Africa almost exclusively by sexu¬ 
al contact, said Ma'ayan. Unfortu¬ 
nately, although Africans are 
aware of the dreadful toll of the 
disease, they are almost complete¬ 
ly oblivious to the; means and ur¬ 
gency of. preventing its spread. 
“What is really neaied is an edu¬ 
cational program, in the camps on 
how to avoid HTV transmission by 
. sexual contact," said* Ma'ayan. 

- Although 96 percent of die 1300 
patients treated by the Israelis'sur¬ 
vived, the staff were aware that 
-some of them : face death' from 
AIDS. Only nowthat toe ELISA. 
■ test result* are available is Ma'ayan 
certain that-riearly two in five wifi 
die from AIDS-- unless the elusive 
cure, is discovered. “It can take 
years before the actual disease ap¬ 
pears ; perhaps a- treatment will be 
. available before then," he said. 


WILL Foreign Minister Shimon Peres meet face to 
face with Syrian Foreign Minister Farouk Shara 
this week in New York? Or has the meeting 
already taken place? 

Israeli and Syrian officials here won't say; 
Syria's UN Mission won't even release Share's 
meeting schedule, telling reporters it is “not ready 
yet," although he’s been in New York since 
Tuesday. 

Meanwhile Peres, at least, proclaims as often as 
he's asked that he would welcome such a meeting, 
just as Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin would 
welcome a private talk with Syrian President Hafez ■ 
Assad. 

Calling sucb face-to-face contact “a must." 
Peres reiterated the government's position 
Tuesday night in a live TV interview with talk show 
host Charlie Rose, saying “We won't arrive at a 
peace agreement until we meet at this political 
level.” 

Peres told Rose, however, that he doubted such 
a meeting would take place during tbis visit, 
saying, “I may be in the same room with him, if 
you call that a meeting, but I don’t expect any 
[formal] meeting.” 

Peres told Rose that Israel was "prepared to give 
back territory" if Assad offered a peace treaty, 
“but we won’t say how much, that’s not how you 
begin negotiations." 

Saying that he understood the concerns of Golan 
residents, he added, “We have to be ready to give 
up the Golan or give up peace. The mountains of 
the Golan Heights are high, and very important, 
but the hopes for peace are even higher, if not as 
solid.” 

Peres also confirmed during the interview that 
he will meet Monday with President Clinton and 
Jordanian Crown Prince Hassan. in order to move 
beyond the framework for peace agreed upon last 
September. “Now we can agree on the program 
(for peace]," he said.. 

Egyptian Foreign Minister Amr Moussa. who 
met privately with Peres yesterday morning, told 
reporters afterwards that while direct contact 
between the top leadership of Israel and Syria is 


“not impossible," he doubted that it would take 
place now. 

. “It needs concrete progress [in the bilateral 
negotiations] for such a meeting to materialize.” 
he said. 

During their half-hour meeting, Moussa raised 
the issue of Israel joining the Nuclear Non- 
Proliferation Treaty iNPT). Egypt recently 
launched an initiative at the UN to get all nations 
of the Middle East to join. 

Peres repeated the government's position that as 
long as countries such as Iraq and Iran, both of 
whom signed the NPT, continue openly declaring 
war on Israel. Israel will continue to rely on the 
fear of its possible nuclear arsenal “as a deter¬ 
rent." 

The government bases its vision of a nuclear-free 
Middle East on the conclusion of bilateral peace 
agreements with all its neighbors, rather than 
international treaties. Peres explained. 

Moussa said that Peres's fears of Iranian 
hostility towards Israel were “exaggerated." to 
which Peres replied sharply. “No. it's quite 
serious.” 

Peres continues to meet this week in New York 
wilh more than two dozen foreign ministers and 
heads of state, concentrating on Europe, the Far 
East and Israel's closest neighbors. He has been 
focusing on economic issues, specifically 
cementing pledges of financial aid to Palestinian 
projects, discussing participation in next month's 
Casablanca conference on regional economic 
issues, and urging support for the creation of a 
Middle East development bank- 

After his meeting with Moussa, Peres met yester¬ 
day with the foreign ministers of Finland. Austria 
and Japan, and with the president of Costa Rica. 

Today at noon {fi p.m. Israel time) he will 
address the UN General Assembly. In the late 
afternoon, he will inaugurate the opening of an 
exhibit at the Metropolitan Museum of Art. of 15 
Chalcolithic period objects on long-term loan from 
the Israel Antiquities Authority. The cxhihii. 
which opens September 30. is the- first long-term 
loan by the IAA to any museum. 


Rabin: I’ll 
halt peace 
talks if Golan 
bill passes

PRIME Minister Yitzhak Ra¬ 
bin yesterday threatened to 
pull out of peace negotiations 
with Syria if legislation requir¬ 
ing special parliamentary and 
referendum majorities for a 
Golan withdrawal passes the 
Knesset. 

He told members of the La¬ 
bor Knesset faction he might 
make the vote on his foreign 
policy statement to the Knes¬ 
set on Monday a confidence 
vote, preferring that his gov¬ 
ernment “fall due to no-confi¬ 
dence. rather than suffer the 
consequences of legislation" 
mandating special majorities 
for withdrawal. _ 

Should such legislation pass. 
Rabin said, he would be obb'ged to 
inform the Americans and Syrians 
that he is pulling out of the negoti¬ 
ations. This was seen as a move to 
pressure MK Avigdor Kahalani 
and his handful of allies, who are 
pressing ahead with such 
legislation. 

Rabin nevertheless stressed to 
the faction members that “peace 
with Syria will not be at any cost." 
He claimed he had turned down a 
Syrian demand to declare readi¬ 
ness to withdraw from the entire 
Golan, and insisted that he is still 
determined to insure that with¬ 
drawal will stretch over five years, 
despite Syrian demands that the 
process be completed before the 
scheduled 19% general election. 

This. Rabin stressed, is “in con¬ 
trast to all the reports you hear. 
Despite all that is being written, 
there are still wide gaps between 
us and the Syrians. I don't want to 
say that the Syrians do not want 
peace, but the problem is Syria's 
conditions. Peace with Syria will 
not come at any cost. 

“As things stand. I am not in 
position to say when or if there 
will be an agreement with Syria. 
There is no agreement now. even 
on any of the components of a 
deal, such as where the border will 
be. how long the withdrawal pro¬ 
cess would take, the nature of nor¬ 
malization of relations, and when 
this would go into effect, as well as 
the nature of security arrange¬ 


ments,” Rabin said. 

Rabin, who met with the faction 
members to sum up a protracted 
series of deliberations on the Go¬ 
lan, was replying to an appeal 
from MK Ra'anan Cohen, who 
warned him emotionally that “La¬ 
bor is losing the public opinion 
war. The people are not with us on 
the Golan issue. Get out of your 
bunker and mingle with the peo¬ 
ple. The street is with the right. 
Go and talk to the people." 

MK Dalia Itzik told Rabin that 
his ministers “are busy giving the 
impression that the government is 
ready to relinquish everything on 
the Golan. I wouldn't let them 
shop for me at the supermarket." 

As things stand, Rabin told his 
critics, “there is nothing to go to 
the nation with. I cannot hold a 
referendum now, and wall not do 
so until an agreement with Syria 
has been finalized." 

But he continued to warn his 
listeners of “what will happen if 
no agreement is reached. In such 
an eventuality, the Syrians would 
send massive arms supplies into 
Lebanon. One cannot predict 
when such an opportunity for 
peace will ever come again." 

The faction again refrained 
from imposing party discipline on 
the dissident MKs for fear of an¬ 
gering them. Moreover, it is not 
considered possible to prevent 
them from submitting their bills. 
The tactic now. The Jerusalem 
Post was told, will be to bury the 
bills in committee. 

Rabin is to meet today with Ka¬ 
halani and his six supporters in a 
last-ditch effort to talk them out of 
their legislative initiative. 

He also pressed the faction 
members not to further stymie 
Shas's return to rbe coalition. Ra¬ 
bin plans to ask the party central 
committee to ratify his agreement 
to legislation Shas demanded, 
which would circumvent decisions 
by the High Court of Justice that 
Shas believes breach the status 
quo on religious affairs. 

This is hotly opposed by Mer- 
etz, which has thus far kept Shas 
from returning to tbe coalition. 
Shas is threatening to vote with 
the opposition if Rabin does not 
bring Meretz into line by Tuesday. 


Guidelines agreed for Clalit recovery plan

THE government, Histadmi. and Kupai Holim Clalit late last 
night agreed on guidelines for a recovery plan of the Clalit healtb 
fund and the settling of its public debt Tbe meeting was attended 
by the finance and health ministers, the chairman and treasurer of 
the Histadrut, the chairman of Clalit, and other officials. 

They agreed that Clalit's recognized deficit for 1994 would be 
NIS 1.103 billion. 

The government's share of financing this deficit would be 
NIS 900 million, of which NIS 520m. have already been trans¬ 
ferred. The government has agreed to transfer NIS 280m. to 
Clalit from money the Histadiul owes it, plus another NIS 100m. 

It was also agreed that Clalit would undertake efficiency mea¬ 
sures to save NIS 245m. by 1996, NIS 125m. of which this year. 


Rabin favors building 
in Alfei Menashe

PRTME Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
favors freeing public land in the 
Alfei Menashe area, so an esti¬ 
mated 700 new housing units can 
be built, assuming this is legal and 
not a violation of the two-year-old 
settlement freeze, he told the cabi¬ 
net yesterday. 

Communications Minister Shu- 
lamit Aloni objected, saying this 
would violate the freeze and Israel 
has no right to expand existing 
settlements by freeing up public 
land. 

"The prime minister said he 
told then President George Bush 
and President Bill Clinton that he 
could not stop people, who al¬ 
ready have contracts, from engag¬ 
ing in some private building.” 
Aloni told reporters afterward. 
“However, this is something difr 
ferent because we are talking 
about land" that does not belong 
to Israel, she said. 

Housing Minister Binyamin 
Ben-Eliezer said that building 
housing in unspecified "seam” 
settlements near the Green Line 
s'hould he considered. 


“I think we should do it. but 
only minimally, in areas such as 
those around Jerusalem." Agri¬ 
culture Minister Yaacov Tsur 
said. “I would not go much be¬ 
yond that, except in areas around 
the ’seam.' “ 

Officials in the Prime Minister's 
Office said they do not foresee 
legal obstacles that would block 
the new housing in Alfei 
Menashe. 

Sources stiid Rabin told the cab¬ 
inet such construction would not 
violate the freeze pledge he made 
to Bush two years ago in return for 
$10 billion in loan guarantees, 
since the issue at hand was private 
rather than government-subsi¬ 
dized construction. 

“There are many seam settle' 
ments about which there will be 
discussion and argument with the 
Palestinian delegation." Ben- 
Eliezer told Israel Radio. “It is 
not sure there is a demand for 
housing in those settlements to¬ 
day. but the moment there is ... 
there is no reason to stop such a 
thine.” 

































700 join in fast with 
Golan hunger strikers 


MORE than 700 people took part in a 
24-hour fast at the Gamla protest lent 
site yesterday in solidarity with Go¬ 
lan activists who have been on hunger 
strike for nearly three weeks. 

Organizers said ibe mass fast was 
aimed at putting further pressure on 
the government to return to its pre¬ 
election promises to maintain an Is¬ 
raeli presence on the Golan Heights 
even in the event of peace with Syria. 

Residents of kibbutzim, mosha- 
vim, towns and villages in (be Gali¬ 
lee, on the Golan itself and from other 
parts of the country took par! in the 
demonstration as part of the cam¬ 
paign against any territorial conces¬ 
sions on the Golan. 

“What the hunger strikers are do¬ 
ing is what any resident of the Upper 
Galilee should be doing and that's 
why I'm here taking part in this 24- 
hour hunger strike.” said Avsbalom 
Shamai. from Rosh Pina. 

“ShuJamit Aloni says peace with 
Syria is for the benefit of residents of 
the Galilee but those of us who live 
here in the Galilee know what sort of 
peace it will be. 

“Borders change in every war and 
in the changes in this case meant that 
the Golan Heights fell into the bands 
of the Jew^ and that is where it has to 
remain to ensure peace and security 
in the future,” said Shamai. 

Miriam Shahak. bora Har Radar 
near Jerusalem, said her husband li- 
zik had joined the Golan hunger strik¬ 
ers a week ago. 

“Now the whole family is here 
giving support and I’m also fasting 
for the day. As far as the Golan is 
concerned, I don't even like the 
phrase ‘giving it back' to the Syrians 
because it was never theirs in the first 
place. There weren't any civilians 
here. Apart from a few fishing vil¬ 
lages near the Kinneret, the whole of 
the region before 1967 was just one 
huge military camp.” she said. 

“I believe that if we start dissect- 
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ing pans of Israel [including (he Go¬ 
lan] and say this belongs and this 
doesn’t we will eventually end up 
swimming in the sea. If we give 
something back after 27 years, there 
is no guarantee that we won't end up 
giving back Jaffa, Jerusalem and oth¬ 
er places which used to occupied by 
people who weren't Israelis." 

Similar views were expressed by 
another protester at the site yesterday. 
Prof. Avraham Wachman of the 
Technioo's Faculty of Architecture 
and Town Planning. 

Wachman, who in 1976 submitted 
to the government his “double col¬ 
umn” plan to strengthen Jewish set¬ 
tlement throughout the country, said 
it was important not to make the same 
mistakes as at Camp David. 

“I believe that Israel is entitled to 
annex vital areas if they are not heavi¬ 
ly populated and if they were cap¬ 
tured in recurring defensive wars. 1 
am also opposed to the dismantling of 
any settlements because this would in 
effect mean the dismantling of the 
Zionist enterprise,” said Wachman. 

The mass hunger-strike took place 
in an angry atmosphere among the 
protesters over remarks made by for¬ 
mer OC Northern Command Avigdor 
“Yanusb" Bea-Gal in an open letter 
to Ma'ariv yesterday. 

Bea-Gal accused the Golan activ¬ 
ists and the hunger strikers in particu¬ 
lar of being “deaf, blind and insu¬ 
lar.” He charged that they were 
“ morons” who did not have a clue 
about regional politics. He accused 
them of misleading the public and 
trying to rebel against the govern¬ 
ment, as well as being traitors to their 
movement, the Labor party. 

Hunger striker Sami Bar-Lev, head 
of Katzrin local council, hit back by 
accusing Ben-Gal of having lost his 
wits and “gone off the rails.” 


“This is the best proof that he is 
not right. He feels he is beginning to 
lose and so he has started to lash out 
in all directions,” said Bar-Lev. 

“We are fighting for our national 
home, not just our private homes. We 
are fighting for values and Zionism at 
its best It’s impudent to try and bring 
this down to a personal level.” 

Bar-Lev vowed that their demo¬ 
cratic fight to save the Golan would 
continue and that the hunger strikers 
were determined to continue to the 
bitter end. 

Hundreds of people, including 
MKs from several parties, again 
flocked (o the protest tent site yester¬ 
day in an ongoing show of solidarity 
with the campaign to keep the Golan 
under Israeli rule. 

MK Gonen Segev said his three- 
member Yi’ud Party would support 
the motion to strengthen the Golan 
Law so that any changes in the re¬ 
gion’s status would require a majority 
of 70 MKs in the Knesset and a 65 
percent majority in the event of a 
referendum. He called for an immedi¬ 
ate referendum, even over the ques¬ 
tion of Prime Minister Yitzhak Ra¬ 
bin's proposed first-stage minimal 
withdrawal on the Golan. 

Tsomet MK Mo&he Peled told the 
Golan activists not to take any notice 
of the remarks made by Ben-Gal, 
saying the latter could not dictate to 
them from his “villa in Caesarea.” 

Likud MK David Levy, who also 
visited the site yesterday, called on 
Rabin to “come clean" and tell the 
Golan residents and the public the 
facts about (he negotiations with Syr¬ 
ia. Israel should make it dear to Syria 
that it was not prepared to hold nego¬ 
tiations as long as the Syrians contin¬ 
ued to dictate the terms.” 

The hunger strikers themselves re¬ 
iterated that they had no wish to meet 
Rabin at Gamla unless he was pre¬ 
pared to publicly guarantee that Israel 
would not withdraw from the Golan.

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Israelis warned: Stay out 
of India’s plague areas 


ISRAELIS are advised against travel¬ 
ing to die areas in India that are 
currently reporting cases of bubonic 
and pneumonic plague, and to avoid a 
visit to the rest of the country unless 
absolutely necessary. 

This is necessary to avoid infec¬ 
tion, “at least until the extent of the 
epidemic and the health authorities’ 
ability to control it become dear.” 

The plague has been identified 
mainly m the districts of Sural in 
Gujarat and Bbeed in Maharashtra, 
□either of which attract many tourists. 
However, there have also been some 
cases in New Delhi and Bombay. ' 
Anyone who travels to that part of 
the world must be very careful about 
hygiene and good sanitation; the effi¬ 
cacy of vaccines against pneumonic 
and bubonic plague is “not known.” 

Because of the shortage of antibi¬ 
otics and other drugs, visitors to India

are advised to take along 20 tablets of 
doxycillin or 100 tablets of tetracy¬ 
cline. A doctor should be consulted 
about dosage, the ministry said. 

The Indian Embassy, however, in¬ 
sisted in a statement that there is no 
shortage of drugs in India to treat 
these diseases. 

According to the embassy, there 
have been no deaths from the bubonic 
plague being reported in Bheed. 
There have been deaths from pneu¬ 
monic plague in Surat, but the disease 
has been brought under control. All 
the case in the big cities are infected 
persons came to the cities from else¬ 
where, the embassy said. The disease 
has not spread in the cities, the state¬ 
ment said. 

Signs of the diseases include hi gh 


fever, coughing and enlarged lymph 
glands in the groin and underarms. If 
these appear, one must go immediate¬ 
ly for medical treatment. 

Plague is caused by a bacteria 
transmitted by the bite of a parasitic 
flea that lives on rats. The pneumonic 
type can also be spread among people 
by droplets from the mouth and nose. 
The incubation period is one to seven 
days. Some of the patients develop 
serious pneumonia. 

According to the clinic for travel¬ 
ers at Hadassah-University Hospital 
in Jerusalem’s Bin Kerem, the main 
protection against the plague is to 
avoid contact with infected rodents. 
The clinic’s doctors.advise those re¬ 
turning from India to go for a medical 
examination, even if the above symp¬ 
toms do not appear within io days of 
their return home.

the vaccine free; others pay NIS 9. 

Although the shots are most effec¬ 
tive if taken before the end of No¬ 
vember (several weeks must pass to 
produce immunity), high-risk indi¬ 
viduals who miss should still be im¬ 
munized. High-risk babies and 
youngsters can be given anti-flu vac¬ 
cine simultaneously with* standard 
vaccines against childhood diseases. 

Adverse reactions to the shots are 
rare, but people who are allergic to 
egg albumen should first consult with 
their doctor.

2 refugees die 
in arson attack 
in Germany 


HERFORD (AP) - Arsonists set 
fire to a refugee shelter in north¬ 
ern Germany yesterday, killing an 
11-year-old boy from former Yu¬ 
goslavia and his handicapped old¬ 
er sister, police said. 

Seventy-four foreigners, from 
Yugoslavia and Romania, were 
inside the complex of metal shel¬ 
ters in Herford when the arsonists 
struck, police said. 

“So far, we have no evidence 
that this is an anti-foreigner 
crime.” said Herford Police Chief 
Horst Kreus. but he added ‘‘we 
have an interesting clue.” Investi¬ 
gators speaking on condition of 
anonymity said the most likely 
motive appeared to be personal, 
aimed at one of the victims or 
their parents, who survived. 

Two empty, 20-liter containers 
of gasoline were found at the site 
of the fire, which gutted the vic¬ 
tims' shelter, and blackened other 
shelters nearby. 

About 40 minutes after neigh¬ 
bors reported the fire at 4:07 a.m. 
the two bodies were found inside 
one of the shelters, of the type 
used on construction sites. Both 
appeared to have died of smoke 
inhalation, before their bodies 
were burned, a fire department 
spokesman said. Investigators said 
it appeared the boy had tried to 
help his 23-year-old sister get out. 
Police did not know in wbat way 
she was handicapped. 
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SARAJEVO (Reuter) - The Bos¬ 
nian government has retreated 
from demands for an immediate 
lifting of the arms embargo, but 
divisions between the United States 
and its European allies over the 
issue remain unresolved. 

Bosnian President Alija Izetbe- 
govic. in a policy switch aimed at 
smoothing over a rift among major 
powers, said yesterday his Moslem- 
led government would support a 
six-month delay on the lifting of the 
embargo if the Security Council 
took the decision aow. 

Lzetbegovic warned the UN Gen¬ 
eral Assembly that if his proposal 
were rejected. Bosnia would call on 
its friends to work for an immedi¬ 
ate. and even unilateral, end to the 
embargo. 

Washington has long warned to 
lift the embargo but Britain. France 
and Russia have strongly opposed 
the move, saying it would widen the 
conflict ami endanger their lightly- 
armed peacekeeping troops in for¬ 
mer Yugoslavia. *'■ 

Russian President Boris Yeltsin, 
who met US President Bill Clinton 
in Washington Tuesday, said he 
would oppose lifting the embargo. 

“My response would be nega¬ 
tive. of course, but we will discuss 
this issue....” Yeltsin said. 
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Haitian parliament to meet 
in first step toward democracy 


PORT-AU-PRINCE (AP) - Haiti takes a hesi¬ 
tant step toward democracy yesterday when par¬ 
liament. shuttered for months, reopens to de¬ 
bate a proposed amnesty for the army officers 
who overthrew President Jean-Bertrand 
Aristide. 

Eleven exiled Haitian lawmakers arrived in 
Port-au-Prince from Miami to attend the session. 
Before they left, several said they opposed 
granting the military rulers amnesty, but would 
go along with the move in order to restore the 
elected government to Haiti. 

Amnesty for the bloody 1991 coup and the 
brutal human rights abuses that followed was 
part of the last-minute deal between the junta 
that seized power and an American delegation 
led by former President Jimmy Carter. The 
Sept. 18 deal forestalled a US invasion. 

“Personally I think amnesty is an immoral 
act.” Fritz Robert St. Paul, an exiled deputy, 
said before leaving Miami International Airport. 


“But one of the conditions of the return of 
President Aristide is the amnesty. So we’re going 
to do the sacrifice.” 

St. Paul and the 10 other returning legislators 
fled Haiti after the coup. They had been living in 
self-imposed exile in the United States and 
Canada. 

American troops are to provide security for 
the returning deputies and senators, and at yes¬ 
terday’s parliamentary session. But the dominat¬ 
ing foreign military presence is a sensitive issue 
in Haiti. Some lawmakers threatened to resign 
or not to show up if US troops are posted inside 
the legislature. 

“There will be no foreign soldiers within the 
parliament building,” said Frantz-Robert 
Monde, president of the 82-member Chamber of 
Deputies. “The security they will give to legisla¬ 
tors will be on the outside of the building.” 

Sen. Thomas Eddy Dupiton, who does not 
plan to attend yesterday's parliamentary session.

“I have no intention of making 
any new proposals or changing Ja¬ 
pan's current position.” he said.

NEW DELHI (Reuter) - Plague 
cases multiplied across India yes¬ 
terday as the scourge spread into 
the region surrounding Bombay, 
to the heart of the capital New 
Delhi and across the country to 
the teeming city of Calcutta. 

Nearly 1,000 people were 
stricken by the disease which 
kills if not treated, authorities 
said. 

The victims included 333 new 
cases of plague in the western' 
state of Maharashtra, which is 
south of die city of Surat where 
the outbreak erupted last week 
and surrounds Bombay, with its 
population of about 13 million. 

A mounting number of foreign 
governments toed: steps to prevent 
the possible spread of the disease. 

Lebanon became die first coun¬ 
try to bar Indians from entering its 
territory. Qatar, Bahrain and Ku¬ 
wait banned all flights to and from 
India, local news agencies 
reported. 

Wearing masks and gloves, doc¬ 
tors in Bangladesh screened pas¬ 
sengers arriving from India for 
symptoms of plague. 

In a development that officials 
said was especially worrisome, 
seven confirmed plague victims 
surfaced in Calcutta and the sur¬ 
rounding region -1,600 km north¬ 
east of Surat. Another 13 had 
plague symptoms. 

Calcutta, with a population of 
4.3 million, is considered one of 
India’s dirtiest dries and authori¬ 
ties were concerned the disease 
could spread quickly within its 
sprawling slums if urgent mea¬ 
sures were hot taken.

If you touch me. you’ll 
understand what happiness is. Look, a new-day has begun.” 

Simpson has been jailed without bail since June 17, the day he was 
arrested on charges of killing his ex-wife Nicole Brown Simpson and her 
friend, Ronald Goldman. He has pleaded innocent to the June 12 
Stabbing deaths. 

His children from his first marriage, Jason, 24. and Amelle, 25, visit 
him in jail. His children with Ms. Brown. Sydney. 8. and Justin, 6, are 
living with their maternal grandparents and haven’t visited him at 
Simpson’s request. ► 

Simpson’s unusual public remark, made to pool reporters covering 
jury selection, came just before the second set of potential jurors started 
filing in for questioning in front of Simpson, attorneys and-the judge.

Three small children found 


with dead mother after 3 days ; 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Three 
children apparently lived off 
scraps of food in their apartment 
for up to three days while their 
mother lay dead on the floor, the 
telephone next to her hand. 

The youngsters, ages 4, VA and 
4 months, were discovered after 
the oldest child knocked on a 
neighbor’s door, looking sad, said 
14-year-old Peria Napoles. 

“I said, ‘Where’s your 
mama?’ ” Peria said. “He said, 
'She had a heart attack.' ” 
“When the manager went to 
knock on the door, the children 
would only say that their mother 
was asleep,” said a police detective. 

He said the 38-year-old woman 
apparently died of a heart attack, 
and investigators found heart 


medication next to her body. 

“She had a very serious heart 
condition and was a candidate for 
open heart surgery," said Scott 
Gamer, a spokesman for the Los 
Angeles County coroner. 

The building janitor said the 
woman approached her last week 
about baby sitting her children be*- 
cause she needed heart surgery/ 

“I never heard from her again.” 
said the janitor. Sylvia Garcia. “1 
think they had cried so much that 
they weren’t crying any more.” 

All three children were treated 
for dehydration and released into 
state custody. 

Paramedics found scraps of 
food littering the bedroom, and 
the older child apparently had 
been feeding the younger ones. •

More than 300.000 people left 
that city in panic after the first 
major outbreak of plague in India 
since 1966 was declared last week, 
fleeing in all directions. ' 

Hundreds of people who had 
taken flight have since come down 
with high fever, cough, chest pains 
— symptoms of the disease - and 
been isolated in hospitals in far- 
flung regions. 

Sixteen new cases of plague 
were registered in New Delhi, 
bringing the total number of con¬ 
firmed victims in the Indian capi¬ 
tal to 18 - including one doctor 
who had treated patients. 

■ Delhi State Health Minister 
Hareb Vardhan told Reuters-all of 
the victims had recently been to 
Surat and were responding fa¬ 
vourably to antibiotic treatment. 

Vardhan said there were 28 pa¬ 
tients with plague symptoms un¬ 
der treatment at Delhi’s Infectious 
Diseases Hospital, up from 22 yes¬ 
terday morning. The patients in¬

A.N.A.T.. a Tel Aviv-based im¬ 
port and distribution company. It 
is promoting portable cellular 
phones for schoolchildren. 

The phone is the compact pock¬ 
et model by Motorola, which re¬ 
tails for what is promoted as the 
“attractive price of NIS 1,760 plus 
VAT." 

It is aimed at kids from 10 to 17 
so they can keep in touch with 
their homes while at school, at 
after-school activities and on trips.

T HE “flag car” of the Re¬ 
nault fleet is tiie super-luxu¬ 
ry Saffron. There is only 
one in tins country, owned by 
Maccabi Tel Aviv basketball 
fthairman Shimon Mizrahi. • • 

- The local Renault dealers, Car- 
««n & Sons, decided not to im¬ 
port tire Saffron because of its 
price — mare than NIS 150,000. . 

However, the company is offer¬ 
ing ns the Laguna, which made its 
debut on European' roads about 
four months agb- 
The Laguna is the successor to 


the Renault 21 which was not a 
stunning success here. Thus Car- 
asso prefers to refer to the Laguna 
as the “younger sister of the Saf¬ 
fron." TTiey rate it in the “execu¬ 
tive car” class, emphasizing its 
"economical price tag." 

A 2-liter automatic costs 
NIS 107,500, while a 2-liter man¬ 
ual (which I tested), and the 1.8- 
liter manual sell for NIS 87,500. 

The Laguna has modem, aero¬ 
dynamic hues. It’s short (4.5 m.) 
and wide (1.75 m.), with a long, 
beak-like hood and stubby back¬ 
side. • 

There is no trunk. The Laguna 
is available oiily as a five-door or 
hatchback; the trunk is contained 
within the passenger compart¬ 
ment. 

Car buyers here tend to be shy 
of hatchbacks, for no good reason* 
The loading space in the Laguna 
(as in-many other hatchbacks) is

huge and can be made even big¬ 
ger by folding the rear seats down. 

The seating space is also impres¬ 
sive. The extra width is exploited 
to the full, while the rear legroom 
surpasses that found in most of the 
Laguna’s rivals. 

The rest of the inside finish 
looks perfect, from the last stitch 
in the plush upholstery on. the 
seats to the smallest switch in the 
dashboard. 

BEAUTY, HOWEVER, can be 
skin deep. The front seats are 
shaped at an uncomfortable angle 
and the lumbar support is in the 
wrong place. 

I had difficulty trying to read¬ 
just the seat angle because the 


wheel-like knob for this purpose 
was squashed between the seat 
and the side of the car. I could not 
fit my hand into the space. 

The headrests were also fixed at 
an uncomfortable angle. In the 
best executive cars, the driver's 
seat adjustment is electrically con¬ 
trolled. 

Here lies the rub. Unlike the 
Japanese and Koreans, who offer 
a ‘‘package’’ down to the factory- 
made radio/tape, European man¬ 
ufacturers let you choose the ac¬ 
cessories piece by piece. 

It’s confusing to work out which 
are options (for which there is an 
extra price). 

On closer examination, the La¬ 
guna’s basic version (RT) to which 


the price refers lacks high-tech 
goodies offered by some 
competitors. 

There are electrically controlled 
side mirrors, central door locking 
and power windows in the front, 
and a state-of-the art, silent cli¬ 
mate controller at which a com¬ 
fortable temperature can be set 
and locked into a computer mem¬ 
ory. . 

However, the climate controller 
is not “split” (i.e., there’s no air 
duct to the rear), so the tempera¬ 
ture will not be quite the same for 
the rear passengers. 

ABS brakes are standard on the 
2-liter models - but sunroof, 
cruise control, road computer, 
spoiler and safety airbags are not. 


Some of these features can be 
ordered as options or are standard 
in the more expensive RXE ver¬ 
sion. 

The engine, like the dimate 
controller, is noiseless, which 
makes listening conditions to the 
(optional) CD/radio/tape deck as 
good as in a recording studio. 

Like most European automo¬ 
biles, the Laguna is more geared 
to flexibility than to sheer power. 

This means it can reach maxi¬ 
mum speeds and bursts of accel¬ 
eration without the driver having 
to rev the engine up to the red fine 
- another good reason for the 
pleasing lack of noise. 

I drove from around 20 kph to 
the maximum legal speed without 
shifting out of third gear. 

For those who like contact with 
the road, a car like this is a good 
compromise. The flexibility 
makes it semiautomatic, while, for 


snazzy driving, the potential to 
shift is always there. 

On the other hand, this is not a 
car for speeding. It weighs about 
114 tons and the road holding is 
adequate, nothing more. The soft 
suspension is geared more to com¬ 
fort than serious motoring. 

The excellent gasoline con¬ 
sumption is worth noting. The rel¬ 
atively short length also makes it 
easy to park, although an annoy¬ 
ing blind spot hampers vision 
when reversing into a parking 
space. 

The Laguna offers space, com¬ 
fort and class, but not tremendous 
motoring performance. 

The unfortunate Renault 21 was 
sometimes sarcastically referred 
to as the “poor man’s executive 
car.” 

I would term the reasonably 
priced Laguna “the poor execu¬ 
tive’s car."

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Rabin’s puzzling threats 


P RIME Minister Yitzhak Rabin's statement 
yesterday that he would stop negotiating 
with the US and Syria if the “Golan major¬ 
ity law" appears to have a chance of passing in 
the Knesset can only make the electorate suspi¬ 
cious and uneasy. 

The very fact that Rabin objects to such a law is 
puzzling. Sponsored by members of the Labor 
Party, the proposed bill merely stipulates that any 
relinquishment of land now under Israeli sover¬ 
eignty and jurisdiction must have a majority of 70 
Knesset members, or - if it is decided in a 
referendum - a majority of 65 percent of the votes 
cast. 

By threatening to quit negotiations Rabin open¬ 
ly admits that he does not believe he can muster 
such a majority for any deal he can make. And 
since it is all too apparent that any deal short of 
complete withdrawal would probably get a com¬ 
fortable majority, there is no escaping the conclu¬ 
sion that he expects to announce the complete 
forfeiture of the Golan, just as he has intimated at 
a meeting of the Labor Party executive. 

Moreover, in rejecting the proposal to require a 
special majority for such an agreement, Rabin is 
defying all democratic traditions. In no democrat¬ 
ic society is a simple majority sufficient for major, 
fateful national decisions. A typical example in 
recent history is the declaration by Charles De 
Gaulle, a great proponent and user of referenda, 
that decisive issues must be determined by deci¬ 
sive votes. 

De Gaulle opposed constitutional changes 
which retied on a simple majority, and warned 
that the proposal to withdraw from Algeria must 
receive a “frank and massive" affirmative vote. 
He accepted the popular mandate to proceed with 


withdrawal only when the referendum resulted 
with a 79% majority for his plan. Needless to 
mention, there is no comparison between die 
importance of the Golan to Israel and that of 
Algeria to the French. The evacuation of French 
troops from Algeria had no vital security implica¬ 
tions for France, nor did it mean giving up an area 
of immense historical significance to the French 
people. 

Even more puzzling is Rabin’s use of the 
Hizbullah’s terror campaign against Israel to scare 
Israelis into a peace treaty with Syria. In this 
Rabin is playing directly into Syrian hands. Israeli 
leaders now openly admit what only a year ago 
they denied: that the “Iranian-led" Hizbullah 
does not and cannot operate without full Syrian 
collaboration, and that the Hizbullah attacks 
against Israeli soldiers and civilians are nothing 
but part of the Syrian negotiating tactics. 

Like all dictators, Hafez Assad believes that 
talks with democracies should be accompanied by 
violence to create internal demands for a quick 
resolution of the conflict, even at the cost of 
egregious concessions in the enemy camp. In his 
fondest dreams he could not have hoped for more 
than the direct assistance Rabin gave his negotia¬ 
tion strategy yesterday. 

It is difficult to believe that Rabin is truly 
gullible enough to think that Hizbullah terrorism 
would stop once Israel quits the Golan and south¬ 
ern Lebanon. Surely his experience in the Middle 
East must have taught him that, if anything, an 
Israeli withdrawal under the pressure of terrorism 
is an invitation for even more intensive terror. 
That he felt compelled to use the argument is a sad 
commentary on the tactics he would use to get his 
way. 


The sinking of the Estonia 


T HE scale of yesterday’s ferry disaster in the 
Baltic is hard to comprehend. For Sweden, 
which kept out of two world wars, the death 
of500 people is the worst sudden loss of life to hit 
its citizens this century. In this country of 8.5 
million people, a large part of the population will 
know, or luiow of, someone among them. The 
news plunged newly-independem Estonia into 
deep shock and an official state of mourning for 
the first national disaster since it regained its 
freedom. 

After such tragedies, cynics often comment that 
more fuss is made of them when they occur in the 
First World than in the Third - where many such 
accidents are reported from places like India, 
Bangladesh, or Indonesia. There may be an ele¬ 
ment of truth in the observation, but there are 
reasons which are not necessarily malignant or 
callous. 

In the first place, closer to home is always 
closer to the public heart There is nothing wrong 
with Israeli concern for the fate of Jews far away 
or American concern for accidents involving their 
traveling citizens. Tragedies in India raise appror- 
iate concern in India and neighboring countries. 

It is also true, and valid, that the shock at the 
sinking of this modem ferry in the Baltic is 
greater, because developed world citizens have 
much higher expectations of their safety stan¬ 
dards, regulations, and procedures. In the Far East 
such accidents often occur because careless citi¬ 
zens crowd onto decrepit vessels in an environ¬ 
ment of weak authority, inadequate policing, and 
non-existent controls. In Europe, the full re¬ 
sources of highly sophisticated states have been 


developed for decades, with plentiful funding, to 
reduce the impact of natural or man-made acci¬ 
dents. The sinking of the Estonia in such circum¬ 
stances becomes inexplicable. 

A similar outcry was raised in 1987 when the 
British car ferry Herald of Free Enterprise cap¬ 
sized and sank after leaving the Belgian port of 
Zeebrugge, killing 193 people. The cause was 
proved to be crew error in setting sail with car- 
deck doors open. The consequent fluny of investi¬ 
gations, tightened regulations, and safety mea¬ 
sures left Europeans hopeful that they could board 
these vessels with confidence. Neither was the 
Estonia a decrepit old tub - it was German-built, 
only 14 years old, and was fitted with up-to-date 
safety devices. 

Comment on the cause of the Estonia ferry 
disaster must of course wait for the appropriate 
investigations, but the Estonian government 
warned that if it again proved to be human care¬ 
lessness, severe penalties would be forthcoming. 
The first suspicion was that it might be in some 
way attributable to the disgraceful damage 70 
years of fake communist “progress" has wrought 
on the environment, technical standards, and pub¬ 
lic attitudes of the unfortunate Europeans who 
were subjected to it. 

A recent spate of air crashes in Russia has 
raised international alarm about safety standards 
there. The Estonia may at least provide a timely 
warning that the high technical standards Europe 
has so carefully nurtured must be spread east¬ 
wards as quickly as possible. It would be a real 
tragedy if the rotten institutions and attitudes left 
by the Communists should travel the other way.

ANTISEMITISM: ALIVE AND KICKING 


Sir, -1 am very glad you published 
the lengthy letter by Or. C handra Mu- 
zaffar of the Just World Trust in 
Penang, Malaysia (August 21), advo¬ 
cating no recognition of IsraeL Un¬ 
derneath a sheen of civilired dis¬ 
course, it fairly reeks of prejudice, 
lies and deception.

1 am afraid that wherever we go 
these days - even in the most “so¬ 
phisticated" circles in the developed 
and developing worlds - we find that 
despite peace, despite Holocaust 
films, despite what we have learned 
from Bosnia, Somalia and Rwanda, 
racism towards Jews and Israel is 
healthy and strong. In the worlds of 
diplomacy and journalism, in which I 
work, this is no less so. 

This should not be surprising since 
even when Jews do not make up a 
significant portion of the population 
of a country - such as Malaysia - 
antisemitism somehow finds the right 
atmosphere to flourish. 

The only surprising thing is that we 
are surprised or take no measures to 
protect our interest The lesson of Dr. 
Muzaffar’s letter is the same as that 
of the recent bombings in Buenos 
Aires and London: we simply cannot 
let down our guard.

I N a rare, frank moment, Hafez 
Assad lowered his poker play¬ 
er's mask and blurted out an 
admission. He couldn’t stomach 
the fact that Israelis on Mount 
Hermon were peering at him 
through his bedroom window. “It 
burns me night and day,” he said. 

The visiting statesman who got 
such an unexpected glimpse of the 
Syrian ruler’s inner thoughts made 
no comment. He wanted to be in¬ 
vited back to Syria. 

But in a report which reached 
European intelligence services, he 
underlined a deduction known to 
every child in the Golan Heights: 
as long as Israeli binoculars can 
track every movement of every 
one of the 4,000 tanks stationed 
around Damascus, the Syrians 
daren't launch a surprise attack on 
Israel. Assad knows that Israel’s 
artillery can unleash its deadliest 
shells in seconds. 

If Assad is so frustrated by 
Peeping Tom Israelis, why is he 
refusing to concede a single centi¬ 
meter? If the Israelis withdrew 
only a few {diameters from their 
dominating height, surely they 
would no longer see Damascus or 
those modem T-72 Russian tanks, 
let alone be able to watch Assad in 
his nightwear.

Prosecution: Dinitz guilty of ‘systematic fraud’ 


JEWISH Agency Chairman Simcha 
Dinitz's billing of the agency Tor per¬ 
sonal expenses on some ISO occa¬ 
sions over a four-year period indi¬ 
cates that this was systematic fraud, 
not a mistake, the prosecution argued 
at the opening of his trial yesterday. 

Dinitz. now on leave from the 
agency, is being charged with aggra¬ 
vated fraud and breach of trust for 
allegedly racking up $22,000 worth 
of personal expenses on credit-card 
bills which were paid by the agency. 
One was an agency American Ex¬ 
press cant while the other was Din¬ 
itz's personal Sims clothing store 
credit card - whose bills were sent to 
the agency, without its consent, lead 
prosecutor Shimon Dolan chargedL 

“This trial centers on the ac¬ 
cused's intent,” Dolan told Jerusa¬ 
lem District Court, noting, for exam¬ 
ple, that Dinitz had continued sending 
his Sims bills to the agency through 


the end of 1992, even though in May 
of that year, he had issued an order 
(hat no more personal outlays should 
be made on agency credit cards. 

Dolan also gave the example of a 
cose in which Dinitz had submitted 
hotel bills in both New York and Los 
.Angeles for the same dates. 

in his opening statement, Dolan 
said that while other senior agency 
officials reported Lheir personal ex¬ 
penses and reimbursed the agency for 
them, Dinitz either failed to rile re¬ 
ports or claimed that all his expenses 
were job-related. 

The first witness, Nadav Shukrun - 
who dealt with expense reimburse¬ 
ment for the agency from December 
1990 to July 1994 - con finned that 
when he started the job, he was told 
by his superior that Dinitz “was not 
in the habit of filing reports,” and 
that he should be reimbursed accord¬ 
ing to Shukrun’s best judgment

"We don’t deal with the chair¬ 
man.” Shukrun said he was told. 

According to his predecessor, oth¬ 
er agency card-holders did file re¬ 
ports, Shukrun said. 

He was also originally told that 
when dealing with Dinitz's American 
Express bill, he should just look at the 
bottom line, and not worry about the 
various items, Shukrun added. 

Feeling this was improper, Shu Je¬ 
nin did check the line items, he said, 
and asked Dinitz's office for clarifi¬ 
cations on several items. However, he 
□ever received a response, and was 
afraid he would endanger Ids job if he 
pressed for an answer, he said. 

Dolan had said earlier that accord¬ 
ing to the defense, the entire business 
was the agency’s fault, for not de¬ 
ducting Dinitz's private expenses 


from his salary. If this were tree, 
Dolan said, surely Dinitz's office 
should at this point have told Shukrun 
that there were private expenses, and 
they should be deducted from his 
salary. 

Furthermore, he said, even if there 
were deficiencies in the agency’s pro¬ 
cedure, this did not excuse Dinitz’s 
behavior. 

With regard to the Sims card, 
Shukrun said he first heard of Sims in 
December 1992. If he had ever seen 
the name listed on a bill, he said, he 
certainly did not know it was a credit 
card - he thought it represented a 
purchase made by the agency office 
in New York (which received the 
bills). - 

Judge Shalom Brenner questioned 
the prosecudon sharply about the 


Sims card, asking why the agency 
would ever have paid a bill for a 
credit card it had not issued. 

“(New York] tells Jerusalem that 
they paid Sims, and no one asks a 
question?’ 1 he demanded. 

“Sims was swallowed up in the 
reports,” Dolan replied, adding that 
the Jerusalem unit dealt with about 
1,000 such reports a year. “There 
was no special remark accompanying 

ft." 

Dolan also seemed to be preparing 
the court for the possibility of hostile 
witnesses, saying that some of Din¬ 
itz’s former underlings might not find 
it easy to testify against him - espe¬ 
cially when their own behavior might

Jerusalem, Cairo zoos to cooperate 

The Tisch Family Jerusalem Biblical Zoo will cooperate with its 
counterpart in Cairo, under an agreement signed yesterday in 
Jerusalem.

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THE cabinet yesterday approved dis¬ 
patching a 30-member volunteer po¬ 
lice contingent to Haiti as part of an 
international observer force.

Speaking to reporters after the cab¬ 
inet meeting, S hahal said: “It is a 
question of principle, whether the Is- 
■ reel Police is permitted to participate 
in fiilfilling international commit¬ 
ments and whether Israeli policemen 
are allowed to participate in interna¬ 
tional missions. The justices erred in 
qggnming that the Israeli police force 
would operate in Haiti by virtue of an 
Israel Police order. According to this 
logic, Israeli police are not authorized 
to operate in Judea and Samaria as 
well, since Israeli law does not apply 
in those areas, and Israel would not 
be able to fulfill international com¬ 
mitments.’’

Recently the 
supplement has been failing to appear 
some Fridays, due to Davar’s inabil¬ 
ity to pay its workers’ wages. 

Yediot reserves the right to publish 
the supplement in a smaller formal 
than the present four pages, according 
to space requirements, sources said. 

Davar Aher’s staff consists of six 
salaried journalists, all of whom wflj 
become Yediot Aharonot employees 
except veteran Davar journalist Tirza 
Eizenberg. 

Meanwhile, the Davar journalists’ 
action committee intends to submit 
its bid to purchase the newspaper next 


Wednesday, four weeks before the 
October 31 deadline issued by Ra¬ 
mon, who decided to dose Davar 
down unless a purchaser for it is 
found.
